PART I. TOTAL PERSONS OCCUPIED. 

The occupied population of Australia in July, 1939 consisted of:- 
(a) Civilians - 2,094,100 males and 643,600 females; (b) 12,900 men in the permanent 
forces, In June, 1943 (about the peak period of mobilisation of manpower) the 
corresponding figures were:- (a) 1,806,100 M., 756,300 F, and (b) 685,000 M., 
44,000 F, Between June, 1943 and June, 1945, there was a substantial return of men 
to civil life and the figures became:- (a) occupied civilians - 1,899,000 M., 
750,200 F., and (b) forces - 603,500 M., 45,400 F, By June, 1946, occupied civilians 
numbered about 2,284,000 males and 750,000 females - a total of 3,034,000 persons, 


PART II. WAGE AND SALARY RARNERS. 


SECTION A : TOTAL CIVIL EMPLOYERS. 

Civilians employed as wage and salary earners in July, 1939 numbered 
2,060,700 (Males 1,495,100; Females 565,600). There was an increase to 2,205,900 
(Males 1,551,400; Females 654,500) in July, 1941, but the large expansion of the 
Forces reduced civil employees to 2,104,300 (Males 1,394,100; Females 710,200) in 
June, 1943. In the next two war years there was an increase in the males and a 
decrease in the females, the total increasing to 2,114,500 (Males 1,424,400; 
Females 690,100) at ist June, 1945. By 30th June, 1946, total wage and salary 
earners in employment had increased to about 2,350,000 (Males 1,680,000; Females 
670,000). In addition there were 17,100 males and 1,900 females doing full-time 
reconstruction training courses. 


SECTION B : WAGE AND SALARY EARNERS IN CIVIL EMPLOYMENT

Of the total wages paid in the Commonwealth, approxi- 
mately four-fifths is recorded in Pay Roll Tax Returns and the remainder is 
estimated.

PART V. PAY-ROLL TAX RETURNS 


A summary statement of employment recorded on Pay-Roll Tax returns for 
Australia is given without any adjustment in the next table. 


The returns do not cover employees of the Commonwealth Government; 
employers who pay not more than £20 per week in wages do not make returns and 
religious and public benevolent institutions and hospitals are also exempt. The 

x proportion of all employees who are included varies from State to-State, but for 
Australia as a whole, the proportion of employees (other than those of the 
Commonwealth, those engaged in rural industries and female domestics in private 
households) in the Pay-Roll Tax returns is 90 per cent. of the estimated total 
of males in employment and about 75 per cent. of the females. 


Employers' Pay-Roll Tax returns were classified for "industry" 
according to the industries in which the firms were predominantly engaged. 


The table may be taken as indicating trends from month to month, but 
not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective industries.
